This  report  will  be  the  last  complete  annual  report  to  be  submitted  on 
behalf  of  the  Borough  Council,  as  from  1st  April,  1965,  the  authority 
became  merged  in  the  new  London  Borough  of  Hillingdon. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  information  given  in  the  present  report 
with  that  available  in  earlier  reports  relating  to  the  District,  which  go  back 
to  1895.  The  reduction  in  mortality  and  morbidity,  particularly  in  the 
serious  infectious  diseases,  is  most  striking.  There  was  in  1964  no  case  of 
smallpox,  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  and  no  case  of  diphtheria  in  the 
district.  At  the  turn  of  the  century,  these  were  common  killing  and  maim¬ 
ing  diseases,  while  scarlet  fever,  measles  and  whooping  cough  also  were 
very  serious  conditions  giving  rise  to  much  anxiety  and  often  death  or 
subsequent  crippling  disability.  Tuberculosis,  whether  pulmonary  or 
non-pulmonary  was  in  those  days  a  feared  disease,  not  infrequently  quite 
unresponsive  to  the  methods  of  treatment  then  available. 

Perusal  of  the  section  of  the  report  concerned  with  infectious  diseases 
will  show  how  the  picture  has  changed.  Persistent  and  detailed  attention 
to  environmental  hygiene  over  the  years,  coupled  with  a  determined  drive 
to  secure  protection  against  a  number  of  diseases  by  inoculation  has  shown 
striking  results.  Diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis 
are  now  controlled  by  inoculation  commenced  in  infancy.  Recent  trials 
encourage  the  belief  that  it  will  soon  be  possible  to  add  measles  to  this 
list.  Smallpox  and  typhoid  fever  in  this  country,  are  usually  caused  by 
germs  originating  abroad.  Both  these  diseases  can  be  prevented  by  im¬ 
munisation — a  wise  precaution  for  any  traveller  to  countries  where  these 
diseases  are  still  rife,  and  a  precaution  insisted  on  by  many  countries 
anxious  to  prevent  outbreaks  occurring  within  their  borders. 

The  striking  improvement  in  the  position  regarding  infectious  diseases 
has,  however,  given  rise  to  complacency.  It  needs  constant  vigilance  to 
secure  compliance  with  the  required  hygienic  standards — particularly  in 
relation  to  food  premises — and  especially  is  constant  vigilance  needed  to 
keep  up  the  level  of  immunisation  necessary  to  protect  against  the  diseases 
already  mentioned.  It  becomes  more  and  more  difficult  to  get  parents  to 
accept  the  necessity  for  immunisation  against  diseases  which,  to  them,  are 
non-existent,  or  at  the  worst,  apparently  only  mild  infections.  What  a 
contrast  to  the  early  days  of  diphtheria  immunisation,  when  parents 
clamoured  for  it  for  their  children,  because  they  had  personal  knowledge 
of  tragedies  in  families  known  to  them,  and  similarly  in  relation  to  polio¬ 
myelitis — when  protection  was  first  offered  it  was  almost  impossible  to 
meet  the  demand.  It  should  be  stressed  that  these  diseases  are  only  absent 
because  of  the  persistence  of  inoculation  procedures — they  could  return 
at  any  time  if  the  general  level  of  protection  falls. 

Being  situated  adjacent  to  a  major  international  airport  gives  rise  to 
special  problems  for  the  district  because  of  the  risk  of  the  importation  of 
serious  infectious  diseases,  and  particularly  smallpox.  Because  of  the 
speed  of  modern  air  travel,  it  is  possible  for  a  passenger  to  bring  smallpox 
into  the  country  without  detection,  and  many  people  in  and  around  the 
airport  may  be  involved.  It  is,  therefore,  again  necessary  to  stress  the 
need  for  vaccination  against  smallpox,  and  vaccination  once  performed 
results  in  any  subsequent  re-vaccination  becoming  a  comparatively 
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simple  procedure.  Further,  in  these  days,  the  great  extension  of  foreign 
travel  makes  the  possession  of  an  international  vaccination  certificate 
most  desirable. 

The  vital  statistics  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  varying  only  within 
the  limits  to  be  expected  in  a  borough  of  this  size.  The  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  are  all  due  to  conditions  about  which  little  is  known  at 
present— each  case  is  very  carefully  considered  with  a  view  to  determining 
whether  any  improvement  in  ante-natal  supervision  or  subsequent  treat¬ 
ment  can  be  effected.  The  real  difficulty  is  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  under¬ 
lying  causes,  and  only  further  research  will  be  of  benefit  here. 

The  main  killing  diseases  continue  to  be  those  of  the  heart  and  arteries 
together  with  cancer.  It  is  disappointing  to  note  that  there  has  been  a 
slight  increase  in  lung  cancer,  which  is  back  to  the  1961  figure,  but  it  is 
really  necessary  in  this  connection  to  look  at  the  trend  of  the  figures  over  a 
number  of  years.  There  is  still  no  reason  to  change  the  view  that  heavy 
cigarette  smoking  is  a  contributory  cause  of  this  condition,  and  pro¬ 
paganda  to  publicise  this  has  been  intensified.  It  is,  therefore,  very 
disappointing  to  find  that  cigarette  smoking  among  children  is  not 
decreasing.  It  seems  that  many  parents  do  not  take  this  matter  seriously 
enough — for  themselves,  it  may  be  too  late,  but  at  least  they  should  guide 
their  children  into  proper  habits,  and  cigarette  smoking  should  not  be  one 
of  these. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  set 
out  in  the  body  of  the  report  by  Mr.  S.  A.  Cash,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector.  The  work  has  been  carried  out  efficiently  and  without  fuss,  and 
no  effort  has  been  spared  to  meet  all  the  demands  made  on  the  Department. 
My  personal  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  members  of  the  Department  for 
their  most  efficient  and  conscientious  work. 

Once  again,  the  local  General  Practitioners  have  co-operated  most 
agreeably  when  necessary  with  the  Department,  as  have  the  specialists  in 
the  local  hospitals,  and  thanks  are  due  to  them  all  for  their  ready  help  and 
support. 

Finally,  no  Health  Department  can  function  efficiently  without  the  full 
encouragement  and  support  of  its  Public  Health  Committee,  and  parti¬ 
cularly  its  Chairman.  It  is  impossible  to  pay  too  high  a  tribute  to  the  help 
which  has  been  received  from  the  Committee,  and  the  Chairman  has 
always  been  a  tower  of  strength  in  time  of  need.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


In  the  latter  part  of  1961,  following  an  inspection  of  all  the  houses  remain¬ 
ing  on  the  slum  clearance  list  and  the  submission  of  a  report  thereon,  a 
Special  Sub-Committee  was  set  up  to  review  the  Council’s  slum  clearance 
programme.  Priorities  for  dealing  with  those  properties  remaining  on  the 
list  were  decided  upon  and  certain  houses  which  had  been  reconditioned, 
or  were  regarded  as  suitable  for  reconditioning,  were  deleted  from  the  list.

In  addition  thirty  properties,  not  included  in  the  1955  list,  have  been 
demolished  or  closed. 

In  the  post-war  period  prior  to  the  Council’s  programme  being  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  1955, 
clearance  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  63  properties,  making  a  total  of 
351  houses  dealt  with  since  1947.

The  number  of  multi-occupied  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  increased 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  50  such  houses 
known  to  the  Department. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  these  houses  was  continued.  On  a  number  of 
occasions  these  inspections  were  made  during  the  late  evening  since  it 
appeared  that  inspection  made  at  this  time  of  day  afforded  the  best 
opportunity  of  obtaining  accurate  and  reliable  information,  especially 
where  immigrant  occupation  was  involved. 

As  a  result  of  these  inspections  several  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
found  and  in  six  instances  Notices  under  Section  90  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1957,  requiring  the  abatement  of  overcrowding,  were  served. 

In  addition,  Notices  of  “Direction”  were  made  by  the  Council  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1961,  in  eight  cases  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  or  reducing  overcrowding  having  regard  to  the 
facilities  or  amenities  available  in  those  eight  houses. 
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Failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  a  “Direction”  or  with  a  Notice 
under  Section  90,  referred  to  above,  resulted  in  successful  prosecutions 
being  taken  in  several  cases. 

Five  Notices  under  Section  15  of  the  Housing  Act,  1961  were  also 
served  during  the  year  requiring  the  provision  of  additional  facilities  or 
amenities.

Not  all  the  above  outworkers  live  in  the  Borough,  and  in  addition 
notifications  are  received  of  residents  employed  by  firms  in  other  local 
authority  areas. 

During  the  year  56  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  homes  of 
outworkers  residing  in  the  Borough;  all  the  premises  were  found  to  be  in 
a  satisfactory  condition. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES 

The  coming  into  operation  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963  which  required  the  registration  of  offices  and  shops,  etc.,  by 
31st  July,  1964,  created  a  considerable  amount  of  work  in  the  verification 
and  recording  of  applications  for  registration  and  in  dealing  with  the 
many  queries  which  arose— often  involving  visits  to  premises.  In  all  654 
premises  were  registered. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  cover  all  aspects  of  safety,  health  and  welfare 
of  employees  and  detailed  inspection  of  these  premises,  particularly  in  the 
case  of  larger  offices  and  shops,  is  time-taking.  Due  to  staff  shortages 
and  pressure  of  other  work  it  was  possible  to  inspect  only  46  premises  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  In  39  instances  attention  was  drawn  to  contra¬ 
ventions  of  the  Act  or  of  Regulations  made  under  the  Act. 
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PETROLEUM  INSTALLATIONS 


During  the  year  329  visits  were  paid  to  the  101  premises  licensed  for 
the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  and/or  petroleum  mixtures. 

In  continuation  of  the  policy  commenced  in  November,  1951,  the  testing 
of  underground  storage  tanks  of  twenty  or  more  years’  existence  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year,  and  the  following  were  subjected  to  the 
approved  gravitation  test  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

DEALERS  IN  OLD  METAL  AND  MARINE  STORES 

On  12th  January,  1953,  the  Secretary  of  State  made  an  Order,  at  the 
request  of  the  Council,  bringing  into  operation  the  provisions  of  Section  86 
of  the  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  which  requires  dealers  in  old 
metal  to  register  their  names  and  addresses  with  the  Council  and  keep 
records  as  laid  down  in  the  Act. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  four  dealers  are  registered. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

There  are  no  heavy  industries  in  the  districts  and  such  industrial  under¬ 
takings  as  exist  are  in  the  main  situated  in  the  township  of  Uxbridge, 
where  the  establishment  of  an  industrial  estate  has  tended  to  concentrate 
these  activities  in  a  selected  zone.  Apart  from  the  foregoing  there  is  a 
number  of  large  establishments  using  commercial-type  steam-raising  plant, 
i.e.  factories,  hospitals,  and  schools,  and  these  are  principally  located  in 
Hillingdon  and  Harefield. 

A  total  of  323  observations  were  made  of  non-domestic  premises  during 
the  year,  particularly  of  those  chimneys  which  had  been  the  subject  of 
complaint  in  the  past  or  about  which  complaints  were  received.  Infringe¬ 
ments  were  few,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  no  smoke  was  observed  or 
smoke  emitted  was  not  of  such  density  and  duration  as  to  contravene  the 
provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 
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At  one  factory  the  chimney  was  found  on  two  occasions  to  be  emitting 
dark  smoke  in  contravention  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  and  the  Dark 
Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958.  The  firm  concerned  had 
been  given  repeated  warnings  in  the  past  and  proceedings  were  instituted 
in  respect  of  both  infringements,  resulting  in  conviction  and  fines  totalling 
£35  with  costs  amounting  to  £8. 

Such  emissions  are  usually  due  to  careless  operation  of  furnace  plant  or 
some  temporary  mechanical  breakdown.  It  is  found  that,  when  they 
become  aware  during  discussion  with  the  public  health  inspector,  that  their 
chimney  may  be  under  observation  at  any  time,  operators  of  furnaces 
become  more  careful.  An  effective  point  to  which  managements  are 
usually  receptive  is  that  smoke  is  an  unburned  fuel  and  thus  a  smoky  plant 
is  an  inefficient  plant  and  a  smokeless  or  near  smokeless  chimney  repre¬ 
sents  a  saving  in  fuel  costs. 

As  stated  in  the  annual  report  for  1963  in  order  to  more  effectively  deal 
with  dark  smoke  emitted  from  industrial  premises  the  Council,  during  that 
year,  passed  the  necessary  resolution  to  bring  into  effect  Section  47  of  the 
Middlesex  County  Council  Act,  1961.  This  Section  does  not  apply  to 
dark  smoke  emitted  from  the  chimney  of  any  building  or  from  a  chimney 
to  which  Section  1  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  applies,  to  dark  smoke  accidentally 
or  inadvertently  emitted  or  to  premises  controlled  under  the  Alkali,  etc. 
Works  Regulations  Act,  1906;  but  it  does  give  the  Council  additional 
power  to  deal  with  dark  smoke  arising  from  the  burning  of  industrial  and 
other  wastes  in  the  open  which  has  given  rise  to  complaint  from  time  to 
time. 

During  the  year  now  under  review  this  additional  power  proved 
effective  in  dealing  with  fires  frequently  occurring  at  a  car  breaker’s  yard; 
proceedings  were  taken  against  the  owner,  who  was  found  guilty  and 
fined  £5  with  £2  2s.  costs. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  piped  supply  of  the  Borough  is  provided  from  the  mains  of  the 
Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company,  and  has  been 
adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  area. 

During  the  year  eight  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  in  the  Uxbridge 
town  area,  the  district  formerly  served  by  the  Council’s  water  under¬ 
taking,  and  nineteen  samples  taken  in  the  outer  areas.  All  of  the  twenty- 
seven  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  examination,  and  each  was  found  to  be  of  high  bacterial  purity  and 
safe  for  drinking  purposes.

During  the  year  twenty-one  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  deep 
wells  supplying  three  factories  where  water  is  used  for  industrial  purposes, 
food  preparation  and/or  drinking  purposes.  The  Laboratory  reports 
showed  the  water  from  all  the  wells  to  be  satisfactory. 


SWIMMING  POOL 

The  Council’s  swimming  pool  was  open  to  the  public  during  the  season 
May  to  September. 

As  in  previous  years  the  routine  examination  of  the  swimming  pool 
water  was  carried  out  throughout  the  season,  frequent  tests  being  made  to 
establish  the  degree  of  free  chlorine  present  in  the  water.  The  results 
fluctuated  according  to  the  numbers  of  bathers  using  the  pool,  but  on  no 
occasion  was  it  found  that  the  amount  of  available  free  chlorine  present  was 
reduced  below  the  minimum  desirable  standard. 

In  addition,  periodic  examinations  were  made  of  the  swimming  pools 
at  two  schools  in  the  area. 

The  water  for  each  of  the  three  pools  is  taken  from  the  public  mains. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  systematic  inspection  of  all  food  premises  in  the  Borough  was 
continued  during  the  year,  not  only  in  respect  of  the  sanitary  circumstances 
obtaining,  but  in  the  hygienic  handling  and  preparation  of  food. 

The  following  tables  give  an  indication  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
inspections  made  and  action  taken. 

During  the  year  thirty-six  complaints  were  made  to  the  department 
concerning  various  kinds  of  foodstuffs  purchased  in  the  district,  and  in 
each  case  the  matter  was  investigated  and,  where  considered  appropriate, 
was  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee.  On  the  instructions  of  the 
Council,  warning  letters  were  sent  in  several  instances.

In  the  absence  of  a  local  authority  refuse  destructor  all  unsound  food 
for  disposal  is  treated  with  an  application  of  strong  disinfectant,  containers 
being  broken  open  for  this  purpose,  and  is  then  buried  under  supervision 
of  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  at  the  Council’s 
refuse  tip. 
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MILK  SUPPLY 


The  responsibilities  of  this  Authority  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts 
and  Orders  are  limited  to  the  supervision  of  dairies,  and  retail  distributors’ 
premises.

(b)  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme 

As  in  previous  years,  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  at  regular  intervals 
from  the  various  schools  in  the  area,  which  are  supplied  by  three  different 
distributors. 

Thirty-two  such  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination  by  the  methylene  blue  and  phosphatase 
tests,  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


PET  SHOPS 

All  premises  licensed  under  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951,  were  visited  and 
inspected  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  be  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  and  the  licences  renewed. 

There  are  five  pet  shops  in  the  Borough  where  fish,  birds,  mice,  rabbits, 
reptiles  and  tortoises  are  sold;  one  shop  occasionally  sells  puppies. 


DISINFECTION 

When  required,  following  the  occurrence  of  certain  diseases,  disinfec¬ 
tions  are  carried  out  at  home  or  at  the  Council’s  plant  at  Cowley  Mill 
Road. 
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DISINFESTATION 


During  the  year  under  review  five  occupied  private  or  Council  dwelling 
houses,  which  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs  or  fleas,  were  disinfested. 

The  spraying  of  unoccupied  Council  houses  was  continued  and  during 
the  year  174  such  houses  were  treated. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  rodent  control  section  of  the  Public  Health  Department  continued 
to  operate,  and  works  of  disinfestation  were  carried  out  at  factories, 
wholesale  depots,  business  premises  and  private  dwelling-houses.  Works 
were  also  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  depots  and  premises. 

The  majority  of  the  infestations  investigated  on  business  and  private 
premises  were  found  to  be  of  minor  character. 

In  continuance  of  the  treatment  of  sewers  first  carried  out  in  1944  and 
repeated  each  year,  a  further  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  in  the 
town  area  of  Uxbridge  and  the  outer  areas  of  the  district  was  carried  out 
during  the  year.  Systematic  baiting  and  poisoning  campaigns  took  place 
and  all  areas  of  infestation  detected  were  dealt  with. 

PATHOLOGICAL  WORK 

Material  requiring  pathological  examination  is  sent  to  the  Neasden 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  but  in  certain  instances  this  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Colindale. 
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SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  LOCAL  HEALTH 

AUTHORITY 


There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  personal  health  services 
provided  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council  and  the  environmental  health 
services  of  the  Borough  Council,  as  the  Borough  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  also  the  Area  Medical  Officer  supervising  the  personal  health  and  school 
health  services  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

An  outline  of  the  County  Council  services  is  given  below.  These 
services  were  provided  by  the  County  Council  throughout  1964  and  for 
the  first  three  months  of  1965.  From  1st  April,  1965  the  Borough  of 
Uxbridge  became  incorporated  in  the  new  London  Borough  of  Hillingdon 
and  this  new  body  will  be  responsible  for  these  services  in  future.
